Monday morning neither of the young 
men put in a appearance at their piaces 
of business, 

The other employes at Dunn’s remam- 
bered what Johnson | said Saturgwy and 
conciuded that he ha made his vague 
words good. 

At the office of the Donovan company 
Millam’s failure to show up caused a great 
deal of woypderment. His accounts were 
hastily gone ,over and were found to be all 
right. 

Mr. Frank Donpvan sent a messenger to 
Millam's home, notifying his father that the 
young man ‘had failed to appear. Later 
Mr. Millam, Sr., called up over the 
telephone. He said his son was at home 
Saturday night, but had gone out Sunday 
evening and had not returned, 

The father said the yourg man not in- 
freguently staid out all night and he had 
not worried on this occasion, 

Soon after this a telephone message came 
to the Donovan company from the Dunn 
company that dene Johnson had disap- 
peared, and ing about young Millam., 
When informed that Millam, too, had failed 
to show up, Mr. Dunn surmised that the 
couple had gone away together, though 
with what purpose he had no idea.

NO EVIDENCE OF VIOLENCE, 


Coroner Brickey’s Statement Concern- 
ing Body Found at Herculaneum.

Brickey, Coroner of Jefferson County, states 
that the report published in St. Louts about 
the young man found in the river at Her- 
culaneum was greatly exaggerated.

Nobody has disputed the assertion. ¥very 
one who knew anything about the facts 
admitted ite truth, except one man, and 
he firally did admit it and confess that 
his only objection to the Barracks was 
that he wanted to live in Vermont. 

“‘And, of course, when a man wants to 
live in Vermont, he is a hopeless case,” 
said an army officer, who knew the situa- 
tion. 


Mayor. Ziegenheln and Congressmen 
Pearce, Joy and Bartholdt have joined 
with the Post-Dispatch in an effort to get 
the Government t@ reap the benefits of its 
holdings in and near St. Louis. 

That is the most important reason they 
went to the Barracks this afternoon. 

Brevet-Colonel Humphreys is said to ap- 
preciate the geographical, topographical 
and sanitary advantages of the Barracks 
as a site for an army post, and he is ex- 
pected to join in the movement. 

“St. Louis is entitled to it,’’ said Mayor 
Ziegenhein, Wednesday. ‘“This city pays 
a larger Federal! tax per capita than any 
other city in the United States. Our itm- 
mense brewery interests, our big proprie- 
tary medicine factories and our large bank- 
ing business have combined with otger 
things to make us pay a proportion of the 
War tax more than commensurate with 
our population. Natural advantages being 
equal, the Government should on this ac- 
count alone give St. Louis the preference 
in selecting a site for an army post. 

“But the natural advantages are not 
equal. The St. Louis site is superior to any 
other. The Barracks reservation is prac- 
tically a part of St. Louis, and St. Louis 
is the healthiest city In the United States. 
The location is central. The fiacilities for 
moving troops to the South, the North, the 
East, the West, are unequaled. Rates for 
transportation are made cheap because of 
the grand system of rivers at and near St. 
Louis. The topography of the Jefferson 
Burracks reservation is ideal. It affords 
unrivaled advantages for training soldiers 
and keeping them in condition without 
subjecting them to intolerabie hardships. 

“The Government has an opportunity to 
do a good job for itself and a good job for 
St. Louis, and we are going to try to see 
that it does it. We are in earnest, and the 
Barracks shall be made a first-class post 
if we have to go to Washington and camp 
on. the trail of the officials in power. 

“Why shouldn’t we have a= first-class 
post? The regular army has been in- 
creased to about 65,000, and there will bea 
still greater increase.

records of the office. Dr. J. J. Kane of 
1119 Grand avenue, according to %he City 
Directory, made the request. 

Dr. Karges refused. He says 
assented would have made him and the 
City of St. Louis parties to a fraud. 

Dr. Kane is said to have admitted that 
a fraud had already been committed. 

“On Aug. 18, last,”’ said Karges, “ap- 
plication was made here for a permit for 
the buria! of Terence McMahon of 2804 
North Broadway. The assigned cause of 
death was congestion of the brain. The age 
of the subject was stated to be 55 years. 
Dr. J. J. Kane signed the certificate. 

“To-day Dr. Kane came here with a let- 
ter, the contents of which he had sworn 
to. It stated that he had known Terence 
McMahon for forty-five years prior to his 
death, and knew him to be about 75 years 
old and competent in point of age to have 
served in the Crimean war; that he certi- 
fied that McMahon: Was only 55 years old 
in order that his widow might realize on 
an insurance ‘policy for $250 in the Metro- 
politan Insurance Company, which the de- 
ceased had carried for fifteen years. 

“Dr. Kane exphained that he wanted us 
to change the. a so that the widow 
might get a pension from the English Gov- 
ernment. : é 

“She applied for thé pension soon aftér 
her husband's death, ‘but the English Gov- 
ernment replied that it was not possible for 
a man only 55 vears old to have served in 
the Crimean war in the ‘Ss. 

‘‘In order to satisfy the scruples of the 
3ritish Pension Bureau, Dr. Kane made 
affidavit that his statement of the age of 
McMahon in the death certificate was 
wrong. 

“Of course I refused to change the rec- 
ords. Terence McMahon was buried as a 
man of 55 years, and he'll stay that way 
on the records.”’ 

Dr. Kane was asked why he certified that 
McMahon was only 55 years old, when he 
knew him to be ® years older. He said he 
did it to help the widow get the insurance 
money. 

‘‘Besides,’’ said he, “‘it 
accept the statement of 
the age of the deceased.”’ 

‘“‘Was it a matter of custom that made 
you certify that a man you had known for 
45 years and was a grown mean when you 
first met him was 45 years old?’’ the doctor 
was asked. 

“T had to take the word of the family,” 
said Dr. Kane, 

Then he left the mortuary office, carry- 
ing his letter to the British Pension Bureau 
with him. 

Mrs. McMahon, the widow for whom the 
pension was asked, said, when seen at her 
home at 2804 North Broadway at noon Wed- 
nesday: 

‘My husband, Terence McMahon, 
ed 13 years in the British army, and 
the Crimean war. He came to 8t. 
years ago and died here the 18th 
month. Before he died he made applica- 
tion ‘to the British Government for a pen- 
sion. The answer did not come until after 
his death. He stated that only the widows 
of the Crimean war were pensijoned, not the 
soldiers themselves. So, when we got this 
letter we wrote on making another applica- 
tion for a pension, this time for me. A mis- 
take in my husband's age wae made in the 
application, and I don’t Know whether we 
will get the pénsion or not. 

“The mistake in the age was made in this 
way: Years age I took out an insurance 
policy on my husband's life. The rate of 
insurance upon an old person was high, and 
I represented him to be much younger than 
he was. I could not pay the high rate and 
did this so I could pay the assessments. 
When he died his age was mistaken from 
this insurance statement, where his age 
not correctly given. I don’t know quite 
old he was, but think he was about J0.”’

St. Louis stockholders tn the National 
Linseed O/}] ¢ have in a sense taken the 
bit in their teeth and propose to be com- 
pletely informed of the condition of the 
corporation before they lend their aid to 
the reorganization scheme proposed by the 
Board of Directors. 

Their meeting Tuesday night at the Mer- 
cantile Club resulted in the appointment of 
a committee consisting of Ezra H. Linley, 
J. H. Maxon and George L. Edwards to 
examine the books of the company and Tre- 
back to the stockholders their conclu- 
sion drawn from this investigation. This 
committee will also confer with the pro- 
posed Olcott reorganization committee. An 
agreement was drawn up which stockhold- 
ers will be asked to sign, 

This action does not necessarily 
that the stockholders are antagonistic 
the reorganization proposition or that they 
expect anything startling to be developed 
by the examination of the books. The St. 
Louis stockholders have merely determined 
to suspend judgment until they can be thor- 
oughly informed by persons friendly to 
their interests of the true condition of the 
company. In other words they won't go 
blindly into any scheme for a reorganiza- 
tion. They mist have something more tan- 
gible than the circular letter sent out by 
ihe directors professing the reorganization 
and asking for deposits of stoc but re- 
vealing nothing of the plans for the. or- 
ganization. 

The feature of the meeting Tuesday night 
was the appearance of Alexander Euston, 
the much criticised president of the com- 
pany, before the stoekholders and his de- 
tailed statement of the company's affairs. 

Mr. Euston’s intention to attend the meet- 
‘ng was exclusively announced by the Post- 
Dispatch Monday. Mr. Euston eaid then 
that he was willing that members of the 
press be admitted to the meeting and that 
he would move to that effect. He did so, 
but the motion was voted down. 

Those present were pledged to secrecy, 
but sufficient has leaked cut to show the 
character of the proceedings. The meet- 
ing was harmonious, and although some 
pointed questions were fired at Mr. Euston 
by the stockholders the outward caim of 
the meeting was not disturbed. 

After the meeting was over Mr. Fuston 
ignored .the rule of ‘secrecy and gave out 
a atatement of the proceedings. Others 
who wre present say his statement a 
fair one. - 

According to this statement Mr. Euston

In the war Kansas City, not Malf the 
size of St. Louis, had a battery ready for 
service, one whole regiment and ten com- 
panies in another regiment. 

The new armory will be large enough for 
two orgunizations, and it is belleved 
the national guard appropriation by 
the Legislature next session will be suffi- 
ciently large to bring the militia to a point 
were it will be a credit to the State at 
arge, 

Capt. Rumbold said Wednesday that it 
had been arranged for Battery A to keep 
the four guns now 1n its possession. 

These are fine and of the latest pattern. 
The Captain will sign them over to the 
Governor, who will send the Government a 
receipt for them and then charge them 
aguinst Capt. Rumbold’s bond. 

Wita this excellent equipment for Battery 
A, a new battery could be fitted out with 
machine guns. Machine guns have done 
g00d work in this war and machine gun 
batteries compose the greater part of Ohio’s 
formidable artillery force. 

The matter of a Battery C will be taken 
up when the present battery returns to the 
State service, 


HAWAIIANS DIVIDED 


One Faction Favors ‘Monarchy and 
Opposes Annexation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—The steam- 
ship Alameda arrived to-day from Austra- 
lian points, via Honolulu. Advices from the 
latter place under dage of Sept. 14 say that 
the Congressional cogfnmission are finishing 
their work and expett to leave for Wash- 
ington on Sept. 23. The comenissioners are 
now being deluged with petitions and me- 
morials from the native Hawalians, The 
sentiment of the natives appears to be di- 
vided, One faction desires the restoration 
of the Queen, while the other accepts the 


new order of affairs and asks for certain 
rights under the new form of government. 
The natives who favor restoration held 


a mass meeting on Sept. 12 and adopted a 
memorial which was presented to the com- 
missioners. The memorial alleges that the 
annexation treaty has failed and the joint 
resolution is ineffective because it was not 
passed by the people of the Hawalian 
lelande or the irrepresentatives in the Leg- 
islature. The memorial concludes by asking 
that the Constitutional Government of Jan. 
Ibe 1896, be restored under the protection 
of" the United States of America. Among 
the speakers at the mass meeting was Rob- 
ert W. Wileox, the revolutionist who a few 
weeks ago took the oath of allegiance. jn 
order to qualify himself for a full pardon 
for past misdeeds. Pointing to the United 
States flag over the Government building, 
he said: “It is useless to say that the flag 
over there will not come down again. It 
was up before and it came down. It will 
be shown that the annexation vote was car- 
ried through by a handful of foreigners. 


If America loves us why were not Hawali- 
ians placed on the commission? We are 
not represented there. The next thing we 


shall pot be able to vote. 
Thefother faction of Hawalians has also 
pres@nted a memorial to the commission. 
This memorial asks for a territorial form 
of government, with full rights for the 
natives and permission to make appropria- 
tions for ex-Queen Liljuokani, Princess Kal. 
ulani and Queen Dowager Kapiolani.

FACTS COMING OUT. 


Secretary Alger Hears Some Plain 
Truths From Army Officers. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 21.—After the 
review here yesterday, there was an unex- 
pected scene at division headquarters, in 
which Secretary of War Alger, Surgeon- 
General Sternberg, Quartermaster-General 
Ludington, Gen, Breckinridge Generals 
Sanger and Wiley and Gov. Bradley of 
Kentucky tock part. It began in a dis- 
cussion on hospitals, whether it was best 
to maintain division b mat mate or to return 
to regimental hospits 

Gen. Sanger is cemented to have told the 
Secretary that the division surgeon at 
Chickamauga, Dr. Heidenoper, was a vet- 
erinary surgeon and unfit for his position, 

Col. Leonard of the Twelfth New York 
who, with the other Colonels, was present, 
corroborated Gen, Sanger’s statements as 
to Dr. Heidenoper, and then Gen. Wiley 
began to talk. He said: 

“The neglect to furniSh supplies, gentle- 
men, was criminal. While in Chickamauga, 
I was in command of the division over 
which Gen. Sanger is now, and while hold- 
ing that command I frequently made 
requisitions which were not honored. An 
imperative order had been sent to us to 
have all water hoiled. Now vou can't boll 
water, Mr. Secretary, without boilers, an 
[ made a requisition on Quartermaster- 
General Lee for water boilers. 

“No attention was paid to this and I re- 
peatedly urged him to send boilers, that 
men were taking typhoid fever by not hav- 
ing boiled water to drink. Failing to get 
any reply to my repeated telegrams, I sent 
him a saucy message, and I received ¢ 
prompt reply, which said: ‘The War De- 
we tment does not furnish boilers,’ 

Failing to get boilers from the War De- 
partment I bought them myself, but much 
very valuable time had been lost, the seeds 
of disease had been sown, and, Mr. Sec- 
retary, you have seen the result of this 
criminal negligence in the large death re- 
ports which have been sent out from every 
camp in this broad land. 

“The amen in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment cannot stand off and say it was some- 
body else’s fault. Jt was the fault of Quar- 
termaster Lee and it was the fault of Quar- 
termaster Ludington, who is standing right 
there.’’ 

Here he pointed his finger at Ludington, 
who winced perceptibly. Continuing, Gen. 
Wiley said:

The notorious Ice Palace saloon, at 
Third and Market streets, was the 
of a tierce struggie at 2 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning, between the police and the 
gang that infests the piace. 

John B. Anderson, the proprietor, threw 
himself between the police and his patrons, 
comprised of meh and Women, ald bore 
ghe bvrunt of the fight. He Managed to keep 
the police at bay until the Sdaivon Wa 
¢leared, and even then he would not yileid 
to arrest, until he Was bDeaten into sUub- 
gniesion by the police. Anderson was taken 
to the City Wispensary, where his wounds 
were dressed, afier which he was locked 
up at tne Central District Police Station 
and charges of interfering with an officrr 
and resisting arrest Were preferred againsi 
him. 

At 2 o’clock Wednesday morning Patrol- 
man Fox and Hace heard a number of pis- 
tol shots fired in rapid succession, and 
the screams of womenrf and curses of men 
coming trom the Ice Palace saloon. The 
policemen grasped their clubs and ran at 
full speed into the resort. 
~The barroom was crowded with a tough- 
looking set of men and women. The place 
was Well lighted, and when the officers en- 
tered they saw a comparatively well 
dressed man in. the middie of the room. 
Hg was surrounded by half a dozen women 
and two or three men, and was struggling 
to free himselt from them. 

The men were beating him and the 
women were scratching him. Blood was 
flowing from a dozen wounds, but the 
ferocity with which he fought off his as- 
sallants showed that he was not seriously 
injured. 

Anderson, the proprietor, was behind the 
bar when he saw the police enter. Hle 
eprang into the middle of the fighters and, 
throwing them right and left, cried out: 

“The police are here! Skin out, every one 

of you!” 
* As the crowd began to separate Anderson 
threw himself on the police like a whirl- 
wind. He hurled a beer glass at Fox with 
all his might and, seizing a beer mallet; 
eprang forward to attack Patrolman Race, 
Anderson raised the mallet aloft and 
brought it down with terrific force. Had 
dt struck the policeman on the head it 
would have brained him. But the police- 
fman dodged and the mallet struck him on 
‘the right hand, lacerating the flesh and 
fracturing several bones. 

Fox, seeing his partner's peril, allowed 
the crowd to leave unmolested and rushed 
-to Race’s assistance. Anderson was furious 
-@nd it required the combined efforts of the 
two policemen to overcome him This wa. 
\~ st gecesipusoe. antil he was beaten al- 
)mOs. mto insensibility. Then the ‘“nippers” 
were slipped over his hands and still strug- 
“@ling he was thrown Into the patrol wagon. 

The police have been investigating the 
pcause of the riot. but so far they are in the 
“dark. It is suspected a robbery wes in 
sprogress, but as the entire crowd escaped 
.during the etruggle nothing could be 
Yearned. It is not known who fired the 
\Bhote that attracted police attention, 

he Ice Palacé saloon was the scene of a 
mysterious murder on the morning of June 
32, last. Some time during the night Edward 
‘Steinberg, a waiter at Faust’'s restaurant, 
Wmet two women on Olive Blreet, between 
Broadway and Sixth street. They hailed 
Steinberg and lured him to the Ice Palace, 
Here he was steered against two men. An 
attempt was made to rob him. A fight en- 
eued and Steinberg was stabbed in the 

roin. The men and women all escaped. 

Steinberg was taken to the City Hospital. 
where he died late that afternoon. Two 
women were arrested, but there was no 

roof against them and they were liberated. 

he men were never apprehended. 

Beside this, there have been numerous 
robberies in the same place, and Capt, Rey- 
nolds says it is one of the most dangerous 
resorts in the Central District.
